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DETAILED ACTION 



1. This action is in response to the communication received on October 10, 2002. 



2. It has been noted that Group I, claims 11-15, 17-24, was elected and Group II, 



3. Applicant's election of Group I in Paper No. 14 is acknowledged. Because applicant 
did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 



4. Claims 11-15, 17-24 are allowed over the prior art of record, in light of the 
Applicant's arguments. They have been renumbered as claims 1-13. 



5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: upon extensive 
searches of wireless gaming system, the Examiner respectfully submits that the prior 
art fails to disclose the specific techniques of a wireless application mobile station for 
communicating via a telecommunications network, comprising "a server being 
configured to change an application state according to instruction and user profile 
and wherein said server being configured to communicate said changed application 
state to a mobile station" as recited in the independent claims 11, 17 and in
